Miesienary I* by That Mean* liMtill- 
tat MM* Truth* Into Iwdlaao of 
Brttiali Columbia. 

Woadorfnl thiaga are happening In 
the remote comers of the world, and 
not the least of these Is the mastery 

of a system of shorlhand by more 
than 2,000 Indians in British Colum- 
bia. 300 miles northtast of Victoria. 
Some years ago a priest named Le 
Jeune from Brittany. France, went to 
that region. He worked out an In- 
dian vocabulary in shorthand signs, 
containing all the words in every day 
use among them, and explained the
